SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled Babies 01b, also known as Photos\PictureView 
sundry\Babies 01b, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file contains one full colour photograph measuring approximately 
23.5cm wide by 17.5cm high on screen. The file is one of a total of 280 computer 
image files submitted together and stored on a Jaz disk. The image explicitly depicts a 
naked boy digitally manipulating a naked girl's genitals. The boy kneels beside the girl 
who lies on her back with her legs spread and her hands resting on her chest. The 
physical characteristics of the boy and girl indicate that they are both pre-teen, being 
perhaps 10 or 11 years of age. The image contains internal evidence that it has been 
copied from a magazine. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes, deeming the publication objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). Other than the fact that the image 
depicts child subjects, the image is the same in style as explicit sexual material 
depicting adults and intended for adult sexual stimulation. The digitised format of the 
image allows for optimal reproduction qualities while facilitating wide distribution of the 
file to suitably equipped and networked computers nationally or internationally, or 
storage on disks. Given the characteristics of the publication, the Classification Office 
considers that the main purpose of the image file is the titillation or sexual arousal of 
adult computer users with a sexual interest in children. 

Referring to New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 considerations, the limit on freedom 
of expression resulting from the application of s3(2) of the FVPC Act is demonstrably 
justified and prescribed by law.
